The Courts of a Republic 


A LOS ANGELES minister insinuated from his pulpit that 
r\ Mrs. Pantages' jury "was already hung"; the judge fin- 
ed the minister for contempt; the minister, according to dis- 
patches from Los Angeles yesterday, is going to take the issue 
to tho higher courts. 


The newspapers of America will understand how the 


preacher feels, because the pulpit and the press hold very 
similar positions with regard to the public. Newspapers, 
like preachers, sometimes come into conflict with the courts- 


..Whether the Los Angeles minister was justified in 


' u9a(T™ tm£ his susPici«n that there was something rotten 
about Mrs. Pantages' trial,, we don't know, but the fact that 
AJ"Fy la,ter convicted her should make the minister feel 
that he spoke too hastily. 


••:'• In the discharge of their official duties the courts hold 


a superior position, outranking the press, the church, and 
even the legislative and executive branches of government. 
We too seldom realize this, and what it means to the stabil- 
ity and safety of American government. 


There is nothing inherently stable or safe about the rule 


o± a republic. Ancient Greece and Rome were republics. But 
the mere machinery of democratic rule was not enough. Be- 
hind it was the stern hand of rigorous, impartial justice— 
and when the courts failed them, Greece and Rome fell. 


One of the cardinal principles of American government 


is the separation of judicial, legislative and executive powers 
in such a manner that it takes a combination of the legisla- 
tive and executive branches, sustained over a considerable 
period of years, to change the judiciary. 


Freedom of speech and press permits criticism of the 


courts, but only in the spirit of frank and open debate on 
justice. To charge, for instance, that a jury was "fixed" or 
.^hung, is to attack the character of the courts and damage 
them in the estimation of thu people. 


Sometimes the charge is warranted. A Washington news- 


paper exposed the shadowing of a federal jury by Harry 
Sinclair, and the courts were quick to follow the tip.

Sheppard's Plan Expected To 


Bring Greatest Dry Law Battle 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 6.—Un- 


less the dry organizations develop 
cold feet, which they seldom do, 
Senator Sheppard's bill to brand 
the buyers of liquor as equally 
guilty with the sellers 
probably 


will turn out to be the issue in the 
most, important prohibition fight 
for several years, 


If the bill is made a law there 


will be virtually nothing left for 
the drys to ask for in the way of 
legislation excepting measures so 
extreme that no one has previously 
considered them advisable to press. 
The drys experimented with heav- 
ier penalties when they put over 
the Jones law, but hardly anyone 
argues that the "five and ten" act 
has had any particular effect on 
the enforcement situation. 


It May Not Pass 


There is some chance that 
the 


Sheppard bill will be allowed to die 
a quiet death. It does not appear 
to represent the considered pro- 
gram of the dry 
organizations, 


though it has the approval of Bis- 


hop Cannon, who is the strongest 
individual 
figure 
among 
them. I
